3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
available prior art— the Raoux (US 7,004,107 B1) reference— discloses a plasma 
processing chamber and an electromagnetic source, but not that the electromagnetic 
source is downstream of the chamber and coupled to the effluent-carrying conduit. 
There is no motivation to modify Raoux to include a electromagnetic source coupled to 
the outlet of the chamber as Raoux does not suggest a reason to do so and nothing in 
the prior art provides motivation to modify Raoux to measure impedance in the flow path 
to which a downstream electromagnetic source is coupled.
